According to the complaint, the at-
tention of the county court had been
frequently, at varlous times, called to
the condition of the highway, but the
court had falled 10 make provision for
it repalr. The plaintiff alleges that
he used the utmost precaution In drive
Ing his teaum on the road, but that the
aceldent could not be avolded by him.

GIRL BABY

Infant That Arrived at the McMul-
len Home Last Night Weighs
Sevenieen Pounds.

HEALTHY AND WELL-FORMED

——

Is Eastly the Biggest Baby Ever

Omn of the biggest girl bables on re-
cord was born In Astoris last evening
to Mr. and Mrs. J. Walter McMullen,
who reside at 563 Bleventh street, The
newcomer weighed 17 pounds, Dr, A.
A. Finch, the attending phyulcian,
statey that the baby is by far the larg-
et he has ever seen, and inquiry
among other physiclang elicited the in-
formation that Miss McMullen out-
weighs any other child ever born in
Astoria. The “little one” is the picture
of heglth and its mother is lkewlse
getting along nicely.

Mrs. McMull*n is & large woman,
bhut only of ordinary helght, and the
father Is & medium-sized man. The
record baby is the sixth that has Seen
born In the McMullen household and
Is just about twice the size of those
born before it.

some idea of the Immense size of the
McMullen child can be galned from the
statement that the average weight of
un infant at its birth is seven pounds,
Medical authorities place the aver.
ege ot this figure. The largest child
ever born weighed 23 pounde. This in-
fant was a boy. Monstrosities have
heen born at times welghing more than
23 poundm, perhaps, but consideration
is here given only to healthy, well-
formed infants, such as the M<oMullen
child. Dr. Estes stated last evening
that a child weighing 20 pounds was
torn at Cathlamet some years ago..
The child was 8 monstrosity and both
mother and infant died. The mother
of this ehild welghed but %0 pounds.

The McMullen child js not only
healthy and  well-formed, but Is as
well of more than ordinary besuty—a
real sweet girl, with every indication
of more than usual intelligence,

*“T'he size of o ehild at birth has Ht-
tle to do with the size of the matured
person,” sald a physician last mnight,
“This stat*ment is made in a general
senge. Bome of the smallest bables de-
velop Into the largest peérsons, Per-
sonally, 1 weighed four and one half
pounds at birth, and I believe you will
agree that-no one would now call me
small. Of course, a large Infant has
the better chance of being & large man
or woman, but, comparntively speak-
ing, there s much greater growth
among small infants than among large
ones, A 17-pound girl baby-ls an un-
usunl occurrence, and I am satisfied
the nevcomer at the McMullen home
helds the local record.”

Large bables are not unusual In As-
toria, and only last evening Dr Estes
reported the birth of an 11-pound girl
to Mr. and Mrs. Chris Holten, of 1820
Franklin avenue. It will be observed
that the combined welght of the Me-
Mullen and Holten infants would be
equivalent to that of four ordinary-
flzged Infants—a condition of affairs
that Is respectfully commended to the
coniidésation of President Roosevelt
(although the jresident, in furtherance
of his ideas on race sulcide, would
doubtless e much better pleased If the
welght of the two new girls were divid-
ed Into four parts.)
